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DETAILED ACTION 

Reasons for Allowance 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest 
prior art Dube and Kuhmonen are directed to trommel screening machines and 
prescreening and Paladin is directed to prescreening disc screens. The closest prior art 
does not disclose a disc screen directly vertically above a feeding hopper and adjacent. 
Paladin shows a disc screen for prescreening over a feeding hopper but it is not near 
the secondary screening apparatus. The prior art teaching does not show a disc screen 
adjacent the drum and that it is inclined away from the drum over a feeding hopper.. 

2. Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
